technology affects the tradition of the marriage 
proposal. 

Sarah Pease, owner of Brilliant Event Planning, 
said that as time passes, proposals are becoming 
more elaborate and that technology encourages 
more opportunities for lovers to express their cre- 
ativity However, she finds the idea of proposing on- 
line as a substitute for the traditional act of getting 
down on one knee a bit puzzHng. 

“Any proposal where the girl says yes’ is a great 
proposal,” Pease said. “But would I recommend pro- 
posing on Twitter or online to my cHents? Never.” 

The current world of technology pressures peo- 
ple to do things bigger and better than in the past, 
she said. 

Yet she believes that by using social media or the 
Internet as a sole medium to pop the question de- 
values the wedding proposal and denies the man the 
true creative buzz that comes from planning the big 
moment. 

“Proposing online may work for some people, but 
I think there are just so many other creative ways 
that you can pop the question and still embrace the 
tradition of getting down on one knee,” Pease said. 

It is men’s fear of rejection that pushes them to 
want to go public with their proposals online, said 
Michael Rosenfeld, an associate professor of sociol- 
ogy at Stanford University 

Just like proposing on a JumboTron at a base- 
ball game, proposing in public gives men control 
by creating a situation that pressures women into 
saying yes. 

“Proposing onHne or in any pubHc space has 
something to do with power in the relationship,” 
Rosenfeld said. “There might be fear if you ask 
them one-on-one because the woman might say no. 
Proposing in pubHc helps to reduce that risk.”

Nowadays, some suitors are reach- 
ing out to their brides-to-be through their 
computer, pushing a button and proposing: 
right through the Internet. 

As technology continues to touch on almost 
every aspect of social Hfe, there is no stopping 
this generation’s use of the Internet as a tool— 
even for marriage. But with these nontradi- 
tional methods of courtship, can we help but 
wonder: Is chivalry dead? 

Johannes S. Beals was online recently when 
he was inspired to propose marriage. The engage- 
ment ring for his longtime girlfriend had been hid- 
den in his home for four months, and it was while 
chatting with other filmmakers that he figured out 
how he would propose to his wife. 

“I saw Alyssa Milano tweet about the Old Spice 
Guy’s personalized video responses and that’s 
when the idea popped in my head to ask him to 
propose to my wife,” said Beals, a producer 
and director in California. 

He tweeted to Isaiah Mus- 
tafa, the shirtless shower 
man who plays the Old Spice 
Guy, “Can U Ask my girlfriend 
to marry me? Her name is An- 
gela A. Hutt-ChamberHn.” 
Three hours later the deal was 
done. The Old Spice Guy, wrapped 
in his towel, appears in a bathroom, 
dims the lights, rolls in candles, holds 
out a ring and reads the proposal in a 
deep, chivalrous voice. 

The video proposal went viral and 
Beals now is on his way to becoming a 
married man. 

Beals’ proposal is one example of the 
power the Internet can have in personal 
lives, and raised the question about how 
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What also makes proposing online more at- 
tractive are economic benefits and feasibility 
“The Internet is a lot more accessible— it’s 
more difficult to get a billboard at a baseball 
game or to hire a jumbo jet,” said Christina 
Warren, whose fiance proposed to her on 
Twitter in January 2009. 

“Grand gestures can be made online at lit- 
tle to no cost, and depending on the people 
that are involved, the proposal becomes more 
meaningful,” Warren said. 

The reporter for mashable.com and her 
computer programmer fiance are self-pro- 
claimed computer nerds whose obsessions 
with all things tech made their online pro- 
posal feel appropriate. 

Yet it is this dramatic sense of efficiency, 
Rosenfeld said, that supports technology’s 


“obsessive and overtrumping culture.” The 
meaning behind the tradition of the wedding 
proposal and the chivalrous man coming to 
court his lady’s hand gets lost in a whirlwind 
of information that appears to be attempts at 
just being noticed. 

“With the Internet, people tend to be less 
concerned with privacy” Rosenfeld said. 
“They want to be obsessively public about 
something that people may think of as a pri- 
vate matter. 

“Fame and notoriety is something that 
people always have sought. In the Internet 
age, the border to fame and notoriety is much 
lower, and because we Hve in an age of very 
gratifying self-promotion, online proposals 
can sometimes devalue tradition.” 

But for those who fame has hit for ventur- 


ing online with a wedding proposal— such as 
Stephanie Sullivan Rewis and Greg Rewis, 
who became the first couple to propose on 
Twitter— chivalry still is alive. 

“I didn’t feel any different than women 
whose boyfriend proposes on the JumboTfon 
or billboard in Times Square feel,” Stephanie 
Rewis said. “Is it the method that matters or 
the thought and outcome?” 

Rosenfeld said he agrees with the latter. 

“I think that people can still have a very 
old-fashioned view of relationships and the 
pursuit of marriage,” he said. “The way people 
meet and are doing things are rapidly chang- 
ing, and the Internet is increasingly becoming 
the intermediary for all that. 

“So chivalry isn’t dead. I think it is every bit 
of alive as it has ever been.”

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Lighter side of Meilencamp

John Meilencamp has revitalized his career in recent 
years by teaming up with T Bone Burnett, a producer 
who prefers to document performances with grime 
intact rather than doctor them up into shiny new toys 
for radio programmers. 

After collaborating on the 2008 release “Life Death 
Love and Freedom,” Meilencamp and Burnett take that 
no-frills approach to an extreme on “No Better Than 
This,” the latest album in a career that spans 35 years 
and 40 million domestic record sales. 

Whatever you think of Meilencamp, this is the kind 
of record that will compel a re-evaluation, an out-of- 
left-field shot that mostly works because of its modesty, 
shagginess and humor— qualities not normally associ- 
ated with the singer. 

Mellencamp’s songs generally avoid the type of pon- 
derous big statements that can undercut his music in favor of blues- and folk-based 
stories populated with devils, death, mayhem, but also a touch of mirth. Mortality 
underlines everything, but the music brims with life: It’s loose, a bit ramshackle, as if 
refusing to take itself too seriously 

The lack of conventional production gimmicks telescopes the songs and the per- 
formances. Miriam Sturm’s violin flirts with mischief and anxiety on “Right Behind 
Me”; “No Better Than This” channels the chugging clickety-clack of a vintage Johnny 
Cash single; “Thinking About You” is one of those little charmers about everyday life 
that could’ve sprung from John Prine’s imagination; and epic narrative “Easter Eve” 
manages to sound both rambunctious and easygoing. No wonder the album winds 
down with a barely audible chuckle.

The house of Kin

At Kith & Kin, a charming 
neighborhood restaurant on a 
tree-lined stretch of Webster in 
Lincoln Park, lunch is actually 
brunch in disguise. Mid-day week- 
end service doesn’t start until 
II a.m. and the menu is all soup, 
salad and sandwiches. But lucky 
for fans of the breakfast side of 
brunch, chef David Carrier aug- 
ments the menu with a couple of 
specials every weekend. 

Server says: The kitchen’s out of 
grouper cheeks for the grouper 
cheek sandwich ($14), so they’re 
making it with haddock instead. 

We say: Order it anyway. Carrier 
occasionally subs in another white 
fish when he can’t get grouper, 
but either way the beer-battered 
fish, shredded lettuce and creamy 
tartar sauce make for a delicious 
mess on a roll. 


Feel free to pass on: The crocks— 
the crostini and spreads featured 
on the top of the menu— unless 
you’re splurging on the foie gras 
($15). We weren’t bowled over by 
the pimento cheese spread, and 
the egg and olive salad lost us with 
its watery texture ($5 each). 

We can’t stop thinking about: 

The blueberry French toast ($9). 

It sounded like a snooze when 
we saw it in on the chalkboard 
out front, but we were so wrong. 
Thick cuts of house-baked 
brioche (recipe credit goes to 
Carrier’s wife, Ryanne) taste like 
a hybrid of rich pound cake and 
buttery croissant, and the combo 
of fresh blueberries and bright, 
tart blueberry sauce made us 
forget about syrup entirely Vari- 
ous versions of the dish rotate on 
and off of the specials lineup; past 
specials have included quiche, bis- 
cuits and gravy, and a down-home 


platter of eggs, ham and grits. 

Is it lunchtime yet? Garden-fresh 
heirloom tomato gazpacho ($7) 
left our dining companion beg- 
ging the server for the recipe. A 
BIT ($7) features the brioche, and 
the cheeseburger comes with one 
($7) or two ($11) four-ounce wagyu 
patties. The fries served on the 
side are just fine. 

Buzz factor: Individual French 
presses ($4) yield a special blend 
from local roaster Dark Matter 
Coffee Company. 

Crowd surfing: A mix of 30-some- 
things, mothers and adult 
daughters fresh off a morning of 
shopping, and at least one couple 
with kids. The dining room’s fairly 
large, so until this meal catches 
on, it’s a cinch to get a table.

Say goodbye to those wimpy eight-letter pass- 
words. The i2-character era of online security 
is upon us, according to a report published this 
week by the Georgia Institute of Technology 

The researchers used clusters of graphics cards 
to crack eight-character passwords in less than 
two hours. 

But when the researchers applied that same 
processing power to i2-character passwords, they 
found it would take 17,134 years to make them snap. 

“The length of your password in some cases 
can dictate the vulnerability” said Joshua Davis, 
a research scientist at the Georgia Tech Research 
Institute. 

It’s hard to say what will happen in the future, 
but for now, 12-character passwords should be 
the standard, said Richard Boyd, a senior re- 
search scientist who also worked on the project. 

The researchers recommend 12-character 
passwords — as opposed to those with ii or, say 
13 characters— because that number strikes a bal- 
ance between “convenience and security” 

They assumed a sophisticated hacker might 
be able to try i trillion password combinations 
per second. In that scenario, it takes 180 years 
to crack an ii-character password, but there’s 
a big jump when you add just one more charac- 
ter— 17,134 years. CNN 


Blago: No plea deal 

Former governor praises holdout juror in his corruption trial 


Sweet deal:

Beginning a weekend media blitz. Rod 
Blagojevich said Friday morning he will 
not take any plea deal from prosecutors, 
accused them of trying to criminalize po- 
litical horse-trading and emphasized re- 
peatedly that he had not been convicted of 
any of the corruption charges against him. 

And he said the lone jury holdout 
against convicting him on major corrup- 
tion counts confirmed his faith in God. 

“I’ve always had a deep and abiding faith 
in God,” he said on NBC’s “Today” show. 
‘And when I look at that, it just confirms 
‘Praise God.’ And I certainly thank her for 
her good judgment. 

“If we put on a defense, I think we prob- 
ably would have been acquitted” on every 
count, he added. 


He continued to insist he had done noth- 
ing wrong, saying prosecutors had captured 
him on tape discussing only “possibilities” 
with lawyers and political advisers. 

“Political horse-trading ... this is what 
they are trying to criminalize,” he said. 

He accused prosecutors of hypocrisy 
saying they frequently make deals with 
convicted felons. 

“The very thing they charge me with, 
they should charge themselves with,” he 
said. 

He said political horse-trading was a ne- 
cessity of American politics and claimed 
a congressman who voted for President 
Obama’s health care package was reward- 
ed by having his brother nominated to a 
federal judgeship. 

On the question of a plea deal, he said

he continued to want full vindication and 
would take the stand if necessary at a re- 
trial.

Many of us have Seabiscuit-inspired fantasies of 
horse racing as the ultimate in old-school leisure— 
dapper outfits, fancy hats and mint juleps. But for 
jockeys, the sport can be closer to a rough-and-tum- 
ble game of football than a lazy Sunday at the park. 

Just ask pro jockey Michael Baze, one of 
several rough riders slated to ride Saturday at the 28th 
Arlington Million and International Festival of 
Racing. 

The Washington state native, 23, chatted with 
RedEye this week about the rigors and thrills of 
being a jockey ryan smith is a redeye special contributor. 


How dangerous is the jockey’s life? 

Injuries are pretty common. I’ve fractured my neck, 
shattered my nose, broke my collarbone and I have a 
plate in my eye socket. I was in a race where another 
jockey cut me off, and I ended up slamming my face 
into my horse’s head. Horse racing is a lot more 
rough than people think it is. 

What do you like most about racing? 

I love the rush of it. I mean, you go from a standstill 
point to 40 mph very quickly And you’re busy trying 
to get your horse in a certain position. The feeling 
of it is incredible, especially when you’re close to 
winning the race. 


What kind of horse do you ride? 

I ride a lot of horses actually, about five or six differ- 
ent ones a day The horse I’m riding for the Arlington 
Million is namedTajaweed. He finished third a few 
weeks ago in a race so I’m hopeful. But this race is 
tough because there is so much money involved. 

What do you say to the horse before a race? 

I talk to them some, depending on the horse’s per- 
sonality I mean, I don’t try to have a conversation 
with them or anything. They don’t really talk back. 
But sometimes I say things like “c’mon, boy” and tap 
them on the neck and try to get them pumped up 
for the race.
